1947 
during which natural rubber is ex- 
pected ‘to continue in short supply, 
the other for a long-term program. 

The short-term recommendations 
included continuance of internation- 
al pooling and allocation of. natural 
rubber, 

Government powers to allocate 
rubber to manufacturers and to con- 
trol specifications- of rubber prod- 
ucts should. .be continued, the report 
said,:as long as the demand: for 
natural rubber ‘exceeds the supply. 

Synthetics Needed. 

Noting that some of its proposals 
may require legislative action, the 
committee’s long-term: recommen- 
dations included: 

There should be 
maintained in production and ‘use, 
regardless of cost, sufficient’ syn- 
thetic rubber capacity. to. meet at 
least -one-third of our rubber re- 
quirements, . 

The committee was made up of 
representatives of the departments 
of state, war, navy, justice. and 
the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance corporation, Office of Rubber 
Reserve, Rubber Development ‘cor- 
poration and: War Assets corpora- 
tion. 

Technical assistance was given 
the committee by the department 
of agriculture, ‘the tariff .commis- 
sion and. the Civilian Products ad- 
ministration.

When a new highway. is construc- 
ted, the Department builds connec- 
tions to existing entrance roads.

From 30. to 40 percent of your 
freezer storage space can be saved 
if meat.is boned before packaging. 
Boneless cuts are easier to wrap, 
ean be wrapped tighter, and will 
store better then comparable bone in 
cuts. The housewife should plan the 
meat cutting to the family’s tastes. 
f stews are not enjoyed, the cheap- 
er cuts can be ground and used for 
meat loaves, chili and hamburgers. -

well as steaks or roasts. If pork sau- 
sage is to be frozen and stored, it is 
recommended that all.of the season- 
ing ingredients except salt be mixed 
in with the meat.

Peak in June, 1945 

LONDON. — Britain's armed 
forces reached: a peak strength 
in June, 1945, of 4,683,000 — ap- 
proximately 10. per cent of her 
population — during the war. in’ 
which’. service. and civilian 
casualties totaled 732,627. 

A. government white paper 
published recently listed 357,- 
116 killed, 6,244 missing and 369,- 
267 wounded as final casualty fig- 
ures. 

Servicemen’s deaths. totaled 
264,443, including 144,079 in the 
army, 69,606 in the royal air 
force and 50,758 in the navy. 

Altogether 5,896,000 served in 
the forces during the war. Of this 
total 3,788,000 went into the 
army, 1,185,000 into the RAF and 
923,000 into the navy.

What Is Processing? 

When we-speak of canning vege- 
tables, we often use the word proc- 
essing. This simply means that you 
can the food, placing it in sterile 
jars and apply a high enough tem- 
perature to kill the micro-organisms 
and then seal the jars so no more 
can get in. 

If you’re new at this canning busi- 
ness, remember ‘these’ two impor- 
tant points: 
as possible (this is where having a 
garden of your own helps so much) 
and trying to observe to the letter 
the rule of getting the vegetables 
from garden to can in two hours. 
Rule No.. 2 is to have all. your 
equipment ready so that there wil] 
be no time lost once you start: the 
vegetables on their way to the jars.

First of. all, there 1s. danger of 
botulism.-in foods that are not prop- 
‘erly. processed.: This particular type 
of: poisoning: comes from’: the ‘soil, 
and when present in the food and 
not .destroyed by processing, they 
produce.a toxin which is a deadly 
poison:- A pressure canner is re- 
garded:-as the only means ‘of. pro- 
viding temperatures high enough to 
kill the ‘botulinus bacteria. 

You may also ask why the pres- 
sure canner. is recommended for 
vegetables and not considered essen- 
tial (though it is desirable) for to- 
matoes- and fruits. The answer is' 
that vegetables, and also meats and 
fish. belong ‘to the non-acjd, group. 
In acid foods, the bacteria can be 
killed in a reasonably short length 
of -time ‘by boiling-water bath tem- 
perature, but ‘in non-acid foods, 
much higher temperatures; as you 
get in the pressure cooker, are nec- 
essary...

LESSON TEXT —Dentercnomy 8: 11-14, -18-' | 
“34, 


2; Isaiah 40:30, 31; Mark 12:28 
MEMORY SELECTION—God is a Spirit: 


-and they that. worship him aust: worship’ in 


spirit and truth. —John 4:2: 


The one true God is worthy of 
the. wholehearted worship of. all 
men. ' The second. commandment, 
which we studied last week, forbids. } 
all and. every idolatry and thus. re: 
quires exclusive ‘worship of god.. 

It really means something jn the. 


life of a.man to. worship God in- 


sincerity and. truth. It’ makes life 


worthwhile both here and hereaft- 


er. 

I. Worship Balances Life (Deut. 
8:11-14),. 

Prosperity is usually thought’ to 
be a blessing. We fear depression 
and. poverty. The Lord through 
Moses warned his people that pros- 
perity was dangerous. It still is, 
because material things. have the 
power to so satisfy the natural de- 
sires of man as to make him for- 
get his spiritual needs, 

Is. it not: true that material: pros- 
perity usually brings with it a cor- 
responding decrease in spirituality. 
Life values are’ weighed in. gold, 


1 silver, wheat and iron instead of be- 


ing viewed in “the light of God’s 
Word. 

Worship of God will balance life 
for it will keep man from forget- 
ting God and his Jaws. In the wil- 
derness Israel had to call on God 
for daily bread. Now that they were 
to come into the promised. land they 
would be apt-to think they produced 
their. own ‘food: 

Ii. Worship Protects Life (Deut. 
8:18-20). 


One of the most. mischievous, mis- | 


takes of life is the idea that man 
is the maker of his own money. Only 
God can give man the power of 
hand and heart, of muscle and 
mind, which brings forth wealth, 
and then he.can only draw it out of 
God’s resources in mine or field or 


sea. ; 

This fallacy of man leads him 
astray, and he begins to worship the 
very: powers he uses and finds pleas- 
ure in the gods of this world. That 
way leads only. to eternal destruc- 
tion, to spiritual death. 

How is man to be delivered from 
this awful destructive force? By a 
right relationship to God, by wor- 
ship of and devotion to the Lord. 

-Israel. had a covenant with God, 
and ‘in the keeping. of it they would 
find deliverance from all which 
would pull down and destroy—yes, 
and from the-judgment of God (v. 
20). 

We who are believers in Christ are 
under the new covenant of grace. 
If we have been born again we 
have the promise of God that we 
have eternal life. But let us be 
clear that it is possible for a Chris- 
‘tian to so forget God and his cov- 
enant with the Lord as to lose his 
fellowship and joy, and to be use- 
less and fruitless. 

Il. Worship. Strengthens Life 
(Isa.. 40:30, 31). i 

The Christian life is not. an easy 
one. to live. After all, who wants 
it: easy? There is, -however, full 


provision by God for the. power’ 


needed to live a life as victorious 
and exultant..as that of the soaring 
eagle.. That power is for those who 
“wait upon the Lord” (v. 31). 


Jt is taken for granted that those. 


who are old may become weary 
‘and faint, byt the fact is-fhat-even 
the youth have ‘this disappointing 
sexperience. 


We, leaders in the church and. 


parents, are apt to forget that youth 
is often a time of great struggle. 
The: young’ man or woman must 
make.the choices of purposes. and 
ideals which wil! determine their fu- 


ture. Too often. youth, left inguld + 
ed .and. without ° the balance of a 
real faith in God, makes the wrong 


choices ‘and winds up in bitter’ dis- 
appointment.
